A friend cannot do that for his friend, 
that Chriſt doth for vs, who giues vs 
his very Spirit, the Spirit of truth,who 
dwelleth wich vs, and abideth in vs; 
who himſclfe alſo is w vs, asan helper 
and ypholder : and from whoſe aide 
and preſence no diſlance of place, or 
fury of the enemie can dilioyne vs : 
and from whole very facred body alſo 
weſucke that nurriture, which doth 
not onely refreſh and comfort vs ( #s 
meat doth a mans body ) but as a true 
czleſtiall and liſc-giuing cordial re- 
paires and preſerues the ſupernarural 


ſappe ofthe ſoule,the radicall bumour of 


grace infuſed into our hearts in our 
conuerlion , that tho there may bec a

The ſoule now framed , and being 
by nature immortal is vnited to afraile 
and corruptible body , and enters vp- 
pon it with condition to depart againe 
and leaueir , when God ſhall pleaſe: 
bur Chriſt comes not into vs vpon the 
ſame tearmes, but taries with vs , and 
abides in vs for ever. Hee takes the 
{oule into an heauenly manſion,where 
it forſakes her carthly Tabernacle,and 
forgets not our duſt, our Jeile then 
duſt, which we leaue behinde vs, but 
/ ſees it alwaies, is mindfull of it,and can 
diſtinguiſh it from the duſt of beaſts, 
of Reprobates,and will againe one day 
blow vpon it, and make it live againe.

Chriſt ( as the Apollles, S. Pavl, 
and S, [on doe teach ys ) is very God, 
God onrr all , bleſſed for ener, Nowto 
Chriſt, as God, thegreat Creator and 
Vpholderof all things, by whom all | 
things weremade, whovpholdeth all 
things with the word of his power, All 
things creatcd are vpited (ynine depes 
dentie) with the yaion PN, 
wit 
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wickout the which nothing thatis cre» 
ated, can laſt a momenr. Bur as the 
light depends vpon the Sunne, andie 
4 ſort ioyned toir ſo that if any 
thing ſhould come betweenethe Jighc 
avd the Sunne, whichis the fountaine 
of light, the light would inſtantly va- 


- Diſh, and there would bee nothing but 


very darkeneile: and as in this Micro- 
colme of man theliuer is the ſoureeof 
bloud , and the ſpring, by which itis 
diffuſed by veines throughout the bo- 
dy : andthe heart is the fountaine of 
the vicall ſpirics , which are thence by 
arteries carried into the body, as neede 
requireth : or as the head is the origt-

vaniſh as light, and bee broughtto no. 
thing. The very duſt of dead men 
would not be duſt, but would preſently 
periih,were it not vpheld by the po'«er 
of his word, But the godly arevnited 
to Chrilt more blelTedly then thus on- 
_ Hy. Forcucn beaſts, yeaandthe Diue)s 
themſclues, and all damned ſovles are 
thus coupled with him and depend 
v»Þon him. Without this kinde of vai- 
on they were not able to ſublilt the 
rwinckling of an eyc, but mult necdes 
periſh, vaniſh, and come tonothing. 
This therefore is not the vnion wee 
treat of, which makes a man, thar 1s,to 
bewell: it preſuppoſes being, but cau- 
ſes blefſednefle ; it fndes nature, bur 
g1vcs grace : It meets with a man, but 
Ir makes a Saint : it hnds him on earth, 
but brings him to heauen : it findes 
him poore, naked, wounded, licke and 
fuccourl_tle, but ic gines him riches, 
garments, ſoundnetlc, health and coin- 
fort, which hall not bee taken away 


from him, whether hee will, or no, as 
| his 
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his body, goods, good name, life, li- 
berty and ſuch tranſitory andglaffie 
things, ouer which fire, water, earth, 
ayre, beaſts, men, and Diuellshauea 
tyrannizing power , when God per- 
mits. 

But beſides this vaion of vniuerſall 
Dependance there is alſo another kind 
of Coniunttion , whereby not onely 
all Chriſtians , bur all other men alſo,

Many menin marrying make very 
dangerous aduentures. They venture 


their name, their peace, their goods, 
their ſoundneſle, yca and ſometimes 
their ſoules too; forwhich reſpe God

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Heathen, for feare they ſhould turnE 
them from God to Idols, And this is 
the cale of many women alſo, who by 
their marriages doe buy themſclues re- 
pentance and ſorrow, that whereas itis 
layd of /epthacs daughter, that ſhewent 
out to bewaile the daics of her virgm- 


. ty, they may goe out and bewaile the 
_ dajesof their mariage, and thatnotfor 


two moneths only, but perchance as long 
45 they line, It is good for them therfore 
to look beforethey leap, and to ſound 


_ before they ſaile. But men by ioyning 


themſcluesto Chriſt venture nothing, 
loſe nothing: or if they doeloſe, they 


gaineby their lolles, and are enriched 


by cheircalamity. Whoſoencr ſhall for- 


ſake homſes, or brethren, or ſiſters, or 


father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 


lands, for my name (ake ((aith Chriſt) 
hee fhall yeceine an hundred foals mare, 
and hall inherit enerlaſting life. 
Many fore vnkindneſſes, heart-bur- 
ningsand quarrels doe now and then 
fall out betwixt many men and their 
wives, that ſometimes they cuen loth 
one another, and forſake one another.

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Euery perſon married is nota mem- 
ber of the Church, hath nor the 
Church for a mother : but every one, 
whether wedded or (ingle, that is true- 
ly ioyned vnto Chriſt, may iultly call 
"the true Church, Mother, and the 
true God, Father. | 

Euery manand his wifeare indeed 
partakers of the nature of man : but 
euery true Chriſtian, who is borne of 
God, andis the Sonne of God, and is 
clpouſed and vnited vato Chriſt, is 
partaker of the Dinine nature , which 2 PI. 4- 
many a man, and his wife too,are void 
of, being not the children of God,but 
che ſonnes of Beljal:not themembers 
of Chriſt , but the very limmes of the 
Diuell, 

But yet the Churches true children, 
true Chriſtian believers, arenotſo, in 
that manner and meaſure, partakers of 
the divine nature with' Chriſt, as wo- 
men are partakers of the humane na- 
ture with men, as I haue ſufhciently 
before declared. And belides, the dit- 
ferences of a man and a woman ( if we 
regard nature ) arenvt ſpecificall, and 
ſubſtantiall , but numericall and acci- 

dentall,

dentall. Homo, Arvpornex, Man, is a 
NaiNC as COMMON TO WOINEN ,, as to 
men ; But Dews, God, isa namepro- 
perto Chriſt, who is elſentially God, 
and in whom the Diuinitie dwelleth 
perſonally ; and doth notcommonly 
belongeo all Chriſtians , who arepar- 
takers of the divine nature, as concer- 
ning conſolation, aſliſtance, and holy, 
ws 32 and ſauing operations: and are 
indeed indued with a new nature, 
which may be call'd diuine, becauſeir 
is from Gods ſpeciall grace, and is for 
his honourand glory , is according to 
his will, and is oppolite to that vicious 
and (infull workeof the Deuill, which 
hath corrupted the nature of man, de- 
forming the imageof God, according 
to which he was created. For lſureit is, 
If any man be in Chriſt, hee is a new 
creature, adiuine creature, the worke + 
of Heauen, The diuell (who raignes 
in moe, then in vamarried peop'e) is 
expulſedout of him , the ſpirit of God 
is inſpired into him , and a new ſpirir, 
another heart, a betrerheart is giuen 
tim : which ſpirit a woman hathnor, 
becauſe this or that man hath ga 6a 
ce, 
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her, bur becauſe ſhee is ioyned vato 
Chritt, who hath giuen himſelfe vn- 
ro her. 

There are ſome men, that neuer 
cruely loued their wiues , but their 
wiues wealth , nut Them, but Theers, 
For their 1iches they tookethem, and 
when once they became Maſters of 
them, they caredno longer forthem. 
And ſuch yſually proue thoſe young 
{prigges , thac are grafted into olde 

ockes, Vahappy women, who loue, 
but are not loued againe ! But they 
more vnhappy, who in their elder 
daics, when their wombes are deady 
doegiuethereines to Juſt, dreaming 
and doting after youthes , when they 
ſhould rather bee preparing and trim- 
ming themſelues for Chriſt , their 
thoughts being aſcended higherthen 
the Temples of Yenu , Flora, Cupid, 
mounting vp intothe higheſt heauens, 
where are perfect pleaſures, pure de-_ 
lights, immortallioyes, and everlaſt- 
iog contentment, Bue Chrilt loueth 
his Church truely, expreſſing his loue | 
to her, by laying downe his life for £pheſ- 5-25 
ber, He was ſo delicous to clenſe b_ 
caar

that he ſpared not his owne bloud, his 
belt bloud. his heart bloud, but waſher 
Rewel.t.5. herinit. Here was love indeed. Hee 
did not loue her,becaule ſhe was faire, 
or rich : for (he was of her ſelfe ( till he 
.came& prevented her with his grace, 
and made loueto her ) poore, naked, 
Exch 16. polluted, wretched, and inglorious : 
but by his love he hath made herloue- 
ly and loving : by his ornaments hee 
hath made her ſhining : by his purity 
| hehath madeher cleane: by his beau- 
tic he hath made her gracious : and 
with his bleſſednelle ſhee knade an 
Gppy woman. 

She was once as blacke as pitch : 
bur (hee is now as white as the driven 
Pſal. 45.13. ſnow, The Kings daughter ts all glorious 

withm : her F 5; 2h t« of brojared peld. 
She is fo faire and louely in his eye, as 
that his loue will ſuffer him to ſpieno 
blemiſh in her, as itis written, He ſeerh 
n0 iniquitie in Jacob , nor tranſpreſſion in 
Iſrael. For indeed hehath couered all 
her linnes, and waſht her from all her 
foulencs, ridding her of all her wrinc- 
kles, freckles and deformities, by the 


merit and vertue of his ojvne blood. 
Behold 
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Behold his owne ſpecches of her prai- 
ſes , which he ſpeakes vnto her, and 
mockes her not, Thos art all fare my Cant. 4.6. 
Lone, andthere noſpot mthee, Whow c * 
ſhe, that locketh foorth in the morning, | 
faire as the Moone, and pure the Sun? uo Gs 
How beautifull are thy goings with faeces 
thou Prmces daughter ' How faire art 
thou, and how pleaſant art thew, O my.

But Chriſt being the Wiſedome of 
God, andthe very fountaineot good- 
neſleand commilerations , pertormes 
the officeofa wiſe and cender-hearted 
Husband alwaies to his Church, his 
Spouſe, which is not morole, ſcorne- 


full and vnruly, but humble, gentle, 


and obedient. And therefore the A- 
poltle exhorting women to be ſubmil- 
liueto their Husbands , propoundes 
vato them the example of the Spouſe 
of Chriſt. Therefore ( ſaith hee ) as rhe 
Church is ſubief unto Chriſt , ſo let the 
wives bee to their owne hnsbanas un enery 
thing. And when hewould periwade 
the men to louetheir wiues, and co vie 
them tenderly, hee prouokes them to 
ic by the practiſe of Chriſt, who leues 
the Church , and nooriſhes and che- 
riſbes it, as a man his owne fleſh, 


It is allowed to one man to haue 


one wife at once, and no morethen 


one. For God gaue «Adam but one. 
Though he had abundance of ſpirit, 


 yethemadeburt one, but one woman 


of one ribbe, forthe helpe, _—_—_ 
an 
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and contentment of one man. There- 
fore he ſaith by his Prophet, keepe your 1,.1 4. as. 
ſelues inyoxr ſpirit, that is, bridle your 
affeftions, and keepe your ſelues with- 
in your compaſle, and /rt nowe irefp aſſe 
apainft the wife of his yomth. Our Lord 
likewiſe hath bur one wife or Spouſe, 
our Head hath but one Body. For 
chough euery godly man bee vaited 
vato Chriſt, and bee a member of his 
body , yet allthe godly in theworld, 
that either haue beene, are, or ſhalbe, 
being all ioyncly conlidered together, 
doc make that one and onely Spouſe 
or wife of Chriſt , who ſhall raigne at 
his right hand with him in all honour 
andglory for cuer and ever. This is 
| ſhe, chat Is his, and his onely » and no 
others with him. This is his Doue, 
his Love, his louing Hinde , and plea- 
fant Roe. Her eics dochold him, her 
brealts doe fatisfie him , herlouecon- 
tents him, in her, andin her loue hee 
delights continually. 
Yettruely may euery true Belicuer 
fay, Chriſt is my Head, Chriſt is my 
 Husband: for heis vnited cohim, Buc 
yetis Chriſt husband and head __ 
0,

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ſo, as heis Head and Husband to the 
relt : as [acob wasa father equally to all 
his ſonnes : as a mans head is the head 
of all his members, the feet as well, as 
the hands : or as a King is head and 
husband ciuill vatoall his SubieAs 1n- 
differently , without*reſpet of per- 
ſons. | 

But Chriſt doth much more tothe 
Church, then the Husband can vnro 
his Wite. A man may, as our Seruice- 


 booke ſpeakes , worſhip his wife with bus 


body, that is, hee may honour her with 
his body , which hee doth in tha: hee 
doth appropriate it to her, making her 
the Miſtris of it : ſor as the Apoltle 
ſheweth, the Hurband hath not the 
power of his owne bodze, but the wife, But 
no man is ableto giue his wife his ſpi- 
rit or ſoule. Though a man and his 
wite may liue ſo louingly and peacea- 
bly together, ſpecially a time, as that 
a body would almolt thinke and ſay 
there were but one ſoule in both their 
bodies: yet intruth each of chem haue 
their owne priuate ſpirics ; the mans 
ſoule is not in the woman, nor the wo- 


mans inthe man. His animates and 
potlelles 
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poſſeſſes him , and hers animatesand 
pollctſes her, one of them truely dif- 
tering from rhe other , nor in kinde, 
but in number, not in ſubſtance, butin 


accidents. | = 
But our Lo:d ITeſus Chriſt hath be- 


ſtowed his Spirit on his Church; She 
lives not by her owne life , but by his 
lite. She is not ruled by her owneſpi- 
rit, but by his Spirit. Yes, euery man 
vnired to Chrilt hatch che Spirit of 
Chriſt. The very ſouleof man is not 
more common to all his members, 
then the holy Gholt is coallthegodly. 
And whereas ſome mens wiues 
haue beene ( and I would none were 
now) potletled with an evill Spirit,be- 
ing very tormentrs and trouble- houſes: 
the Spouſe of Chriſt is palletTed with 
the good SnIritof God, which is the 1 cor. 6. 
Spirit of peace , gentieneſle and loue, Gs!. 5- 
_ whoſuſteines, comforts, inltruats, & ' -p mud 
leades her,and dacllech withallchoſe, MT AFs 
tha- can truly call her Afother. | 
There isa cercainetran{cendent and 
ſtrong coherence berwixt Chriſt and 
hisChurch. Hecleaueth co her, asan 


husband to his wife ; a” ſheeto him, 
As 
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 asawite to her husband : but yet ſo, 
as that oneot them cannorc be broken 
from the other,one of them cannor be 
ablent from the other , no diſtance of 
place , nor crotlenetſe of winde and 
weather , nor any perturbations of 
minde, being able to diuide er diuell 
them, as they may doe a man and his 
wife, 
An husband may beein /taly , and 
his wife in England ; and when heeis 
there, hee is not with her here. And 
while ſhee is here, ſheis notwith him 
there : bur one of them ( both being 
definite and circum(criptible )1s abſent 
from the other. But ( Chriſtcs eſt rorus 
an toro corpore Eccleſia, & totus in quali 
bet ei parte ) Chrilt is whole with the 
whole Church, and whole with every 
part of the Church, as touching his 
perſon, which can no way diuide it 
{ſelte , or be potlelt by degrees or por- 

tions. 
_ _Chriſtisno where, never , abſent 
from any godly Chriſtian : butis pre- 
ſenc with him in all places, with his 
lght he ſees, with his grace he is ador- 
ned, with his Spirit hee js reuiued and 
1 - * an 
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comforted , which Spirit relideth in 
him alwaies, and worketh in him real-- 
ly, though not alwaies ſenſibly, Hee 
worketh in him, I ſay, yetnot as an in- 
firumenr, bur as an artizan : not as a 
ſeruant , but as a maſter : nor asthe 
Sunne or Moone , which arenaturall 
Agents , but as a voluntary Motor or 
workeman , according to his will, in 
which he is one with Chriſt, who ſends 
him. 

There is many a true ſoule , which 
puts her truſt in her husband , and re- 
lies vpon his honeſty and faich, but be- 
ing abſent from him is deceiued, iniu- 
red, mi{-vſed, by reaſon of his vnfaith- 
full and infariateſpiric, and ſometimes 
is left in ſcorne, and turned of at lixe 
and ſeauens. Burt Chriſt is faft and 
faithfull, conſtant and true, plaies not 
_ faſt and looſe, as incontinent and goa-« 
tiſh Carnaliſts : and being ſtill preſent 
with his Church is a wa/! of fire round 
about her, a ſhaddow againſt the heat, 
a fountaine againſt her thirſt , an anri- 
dore againſt poyſon, a friend in trou- 
ble, a treaſure of all good rhinges a« 
gatn(t want, an impenetrable Buckler

For, as hee that toucheth pitch is vſu- 
ally defiled with it, and as ſweet riuers 
running chrough fenniſh grounds are

thereby corrupred, ſo the company of _ 


a wicked man dothofrentimes corrupt 
the manners of a good natured wo- 
man, And althougha man may takea 
worman to his wite, yet itis not in his 
hands to make her eyther a good Wo- 
man,ora good Wife, it he fnde her 
naught, But our conjunction with 
_ Chriſtdoth chaunge vs all ouecr, and 
turnes vs vplide downe: hee contami- 
nates andinfets no man, hee cannot 
but he purifies and makes good althar 
come vnto him , and be{tow them- 
ſelues vpon him. 


And albeit the Wife doth in ſome 
lort depend vponher HO 
| > 
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ſheis vniced co him, and is bis: yet if 
that knot were ditlolued,cither by juſt 
divorce, or death, it might fall out that 
ſhee might liueſtillas well , and bee ag 
godly as ſhe was before, For neither her 


Vertmer, nor her life, depends on him, 


' nor vpon his life, neither yet her hap- 


pinelle alway , nor her good ſuccelle 
ith' world, She may find berterfriends 
then her Husband was : or ſhee may be 
matried to a /econd Huſband, inwhom 
ſhee may be happier by tar, then in her 
Erft, Burthe Church and all her chil- 
dren doe ſo depend on Chriſt, that 
without him they cannot continue a 
moment : for by hin: we liue,& moue, 
and haue our being , and all our well- 


| being, both as wee be men, and as wee 


are Chriſtian men. From him we haue 
our {elues,our tuſtice, holinet(le,and all 


*1-4- ourhappineſſe. In him wee are* ele- 


ed, in him Þ created, by him<redee- 
medand 4 preſerued. Without me(ſaith 
Chriſt) ye ca» dee nothing , and ſo allo 
without Chriſt wee can benothing. If 
ſomething, yet thatſomeching, that's 
worſe thennothing ; for nothing can- 


not finne, andaothing cannot _ 
or 
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for ſinne, Nothing can doe no wrong, 


and nothing can feeleno paine, It were 
more profitable for a man not to bee, 
then to bea man out. of Chriſt. Thogh 
hee were married tothebeſt womanin 
the world , though hee were coupled 
with the belt friends th world,though 


| he wereioynedin bloud or alliancero 


the checte(lt Monarchs in therworld , 
chough hee were poſle{led with the 
greatelt and richeſt kinngdomes of the 
world, yet if hee werenot vnited to 


Chriſt Ieſus, if hee were not polle(t of 


him,he werenothing,he had nothing, 
hee were more miſerablethen the duſt 
he treads on For Chri(} is all chings, 
hethat hath Chriſt, lacks nothing : he 
that wants Chriſt, hath gnothing. A man 
were betcer be nothing, then ſomthing 


| having nothing, Who is able to ex-+ 


preſſe the worthinetle of Chrilt Ieſus ? 
Heis our lite and our light, our com- 
fort and our crowne , our grace & our 


glory, heis our a{things: hethat hath co:3.15. 
him, bathlife (ſaies Saint 7ohn) but bee 1 10h» 5.12. 


that hath not him, hath not life, But had 
I thecongues of Men and Angels, I 


could not declare the praiſes due to 
__ _ 
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Chriſt Jeſus my Lord and Sautour, If 
 allchewater in the Maine were incke, 
yet all chat incke were not enough to 

write downe his worthy prailes. 
Common experience teacheth that 
women feed their children, yea out of 
their owne bodies, as Sareh did Iſaak 
with her owne milke. And I haueread 
of 2 woman , who gaue her owne mo- 
ther ſucke of her owne body, when ſhe 
being in priſon was kept from meat: 
and after ſuch a fort a woman may 
preferue the life of her husband, a 
while at lealt : but did I never eyther 
ſee, heare, or read of a man that fedde 
and nouriſhed his wife of himſelfe. He 
may bring her meat, but heis no meat, 
hee makes not himſelfea diſhtofeede 
on: he giues his wife his heart but not 
as Hawkes-meat tO prey 0n, not ro- | 
ſted to live on. Burt Chriſt leſus the 
Husband ofthe Church, is alſo the vye- 
ry food of our foules. 1 am that bread 
. of life, ( faith Chriſt) / am the lining 
. bread, The bread which I will gine, is my 
fefh, He which eateth my fleſh, andarin- 
keth my bloud, abideth mee, and 1 tn 
bm, Hereis alouer indecd ; the globe 
we 
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wetread on,beares not anusband halfe 
ſo kinde, nor all che Markets in the 
worldcan afford ſuch meat, as heere, 
If chere were bur a Baker, which could 
make ſuch bread for the body, to keep 
it from death, men would co him, if he 
werein the fartheſt angle of the earth, 
Countries would goe cogether by the 
cares to get and enioy him. I ſuppoſe 
that if he had his choyce, hee would 
rather chuſe ro dye, then to live. For 
ſure, men would weare his fle(h to rhe 
bones with labour , and would ſcarce 
ſufter him eyther to eate or ([eepe, But 


| whatgaines a man by long lite withouc 


this Bread of Life, ( brift [eſs ? The 
ludgement will come at length , and 
ſhall nor bee put off: and the longer a 
{inner bath liued , the moreſinnes hee 
hath committed, the greater accounts 
he mult make, & the greaterrorments 
hee muſt indure. And what pleaſures 
thinke wee , will che ſoule then take to 
be keptin the body ( likea Prifonerin 
a ſtrong Goale,vnder much pain,want, 


and ſorrow) againſt her will, and nor 


to be able to get out,though ſhe would 


begpeit with flouds of teares continu- 
ally 
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ally ſtreaming from the eyes, and 
would give evcnall che world , if ſhee 
had it, if ſheecould bur die, and come 
tonothing? 

Our Lord, our Husband is better 
bread then ſo. Heis the bread of eter. 
nall life to all that are vnited to him, 
and which feede vpon him. They, 


whom he feeds vpon himſelfe, are ſafe' 


from ſtaruing, ſure enough from de- 
ſtruction, And whereas other Bread 
1s turned and concodedin vs, the 
truth is, This bread of life us net turned 
in ws, nor turaed into the ſubſtance of onr 
ſoule or body : but it turnes and transforms 
vs rather mtosr. For Chriſt doth ſo me- 
tamorphiſe and alter a man, whom he 
couples ro himſelfe, that he doth pur a 
new lite into him, hee giues hyn ano- 
ther kinde of (pirit, and doth ſo fur- 
niſh him with his owne things , tharit 
may betruly ſaid, Hee i a man tran/la- 
zed and trawsformed into (hrift: he is not 
In the fleſh, but in the ſpirit : not Satan,but 
('vriſt Ieſus doth dwell and raigne with- 
» him.,O happy men, that arein Chriſt 
Jeſus, that haue Chrilt Ieſus for their 
Husband , who is the ſtaffe of their 
liues, 
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ſiaes, the breath of cheir noſtcills, and 
cheir Hope ! Many a man isſaued,and 
his wife damned. Two ſhall bein abed, 
oneof chenMſhall beeraken, the other 
forſaken. But whoſoeuer ſhall be found 
coupled to Chriſt ſhall bee ſaued. For 
he is the bread of life, and life eternall 
to all, that have and hold him. 

Thereare ſome men ( or I wot not 
well whats» rhe apes of men) that waxe 
weary of their wiues with a little ac- 


reap contemnethem in their 


ecaying dayes , and whether young 
or olde, will not beepleaſed in them 
withouta deale of artificial brauery 
and borrowed fauour, 

Butthe Lord Ieſus eſteemes the hart 
of a man, and not his Art: he delights 
in ſubſtance,notinnaked ſhewes:coun- 
rerfeit vertue, which is true hypocriſie, 
is accounted with him for double inji- 
quity. It is not outward beauty that 
he ſtands vpon, butinward Vertcue, ins 
ward Trueth , and not outward trap- 
pings. Painting of the face with him 
is as the guilding of a nutmegge,or the 
colouring of a ſtatue,and as plealing to 
wiſe men whea they ſpice it, as a ou 

_rc 
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ted Sepulchre when they ſmell it, or as 
counterfeit coyne, when they diſcerne 
ir. Bur grace, true grace, which is acci- 
dencallto a man or woman, is efſent;- 
all ro a true Chriſtan, 

This is that which pleafeth Chriſt, 
which hee with his owne finger hath 
painted and engrauen in the ſoule, 
This, this is the tinAure, and 
_theluſtre, that hee delights in. And 
as for old age, hee will calt no man off 
for that: but the longer he hath beene 
acquainted with any, the longer any 
man hath lived in his {eruice: the Jon- 
* ger that any haue beene coupled with 
him, the more account he vies to make 
of them, Old friends, old ſeruants,61d 
tollowers, old conlorts , it ſincere and 
truſty, arc of all others moſt gracious, 
and ſhall haue their rewards with the 
chiefeſt, | 

I ſaid before that the Husband and 
his Wite are appointed by God to bee 
one common tuuntaine and foundati- 
_ nor Ociginall of Polterity by geaera- 
tion of children. 

For neither is the Man wichout the 
Woman an efhicient , nor the Woman 

with- 
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without the Man, And neyther Man 
nor Woman without the benignicy of 
the Sunne. Foric is true thar ( Sol &- 
homo generant hominem) the Sunneand 
Man beget a Man. 

Our Lord, the Lord leſus Chriſt, 
hath children, and no children, bur 
thoſe, which he gets himſelfe. - But the 
Sunne, which is a narurall agenc, hach 
no hand, helpeth nothing in Regene- 
ration, which is (upernaturall ; as1t doth 
co Generation, which is naturall, 

And though a Man cannot beget 
withouta Woman, yer is Chriſt, God 
and Man, able ro regenerate a Man | 
without the cooperation of any Crea-. 
ture by himle!fe alone. But yet erdi- 
narily, if not ever, he doth beget men 
ro himſelte by the Church, For my 
part, Iam velbuvdind that hee that can- 
not call her Mother , hath noright to 
call him Father, Forleruſalem, che 
City of God, whole Originallis from 
Heauen aboue, and not from theearch 


below, « the Mother of vs all, Gal.4.26, 


But whereas the Mother nouriſhes 


her childe with food from her owne 
F bodies, 
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bodie, the Church feedes her children 
with the milk and meat of Gods word, 
For the two Teftaments are che Chur- 
ches two Breaſts. 

And as Parents bepget children ac- 
cording to their owne image , that is, 
men, and (infull, and doe ſometimes 
alſo lend them their owne diſcaſes , as 
Leprolie, Palley, Gowt : fo the Lord 
Teſus begetrs his children according to 
his image (ſub(tantiall I meanenot,but 
accidentall) conlifting in light, juſtice, 
holinelle, and true Chriſtian Vertues. 
Indeede our Parents beget vs, when 
before we werenot : but Chriſt begets 
vs, being men before, though in truth 
but dead men, dead in finnes and trel- 
paſſes, and the children of wrath. And 
asthey giue vs their linne, which hath 
beene derived to them from Adam, 1o 
Chriſt gives vs his Tufticeand Merits 
to couer our linnes,as I ſhall afterwards 
ſhew morefully, 

A Woman may bea Wife, and yet 
no Mother:and ſomeare Mothers and 
yet no Wiues. Or ſhe may bea Mo- 
ther, and yet an adultreſſe, But this 
Is 
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is a mans affiction, when cither his 
wife is barren or vnchallte, And it isa 
womans ſhame, when either ſhee is a 
mother beforeſhee bee awife, or is vn- 
faithfull when ſhece is awife. But the 
Church can haue nochildren bue by 
Chri(t her husband , without whoſe 
gracious influence and intention, no 
mancan make a Chriſtian. The Ca- 
tholique Church (as Fa/gentizs well

Shee is not (ubiect to violence, as 
the daughters and wiucs of men are, ag 
Lacretia the wife of Coltatinres , Dinab 
the daughter of /acob ; and they that 
were rauilht by Brias, Rodericus, Nonel- 
Ins ( ararius, Otbreght , and luch like 
monſters in the ſhapes of men. Nei- 
ther brings ſhee any children to God 

| i” by 
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by any adulterous mixture (as ſome 
wanton wives) but onely by the grace 
of her husband Teſus Chriſt. As for 


Heretiques and Infidels, they bee not 


the fruits of her wombe, but Baſtards 
of the Diucls getting, and the worlds 
concciuing and bringing foorth. 

Shee is an high and honorable mo-. 
ther. For ſhee is Mother and Nurſe 
(no cruell ſtep-mother) but a loving 
mother and tender-hearted nurle to all 
Gods adopted children, They that 
haue not her for mother,haue not him 
for Father, Shee is mother co all the 
c1uve members of Chriſt, to all his bre- 
thren. They that haue not her for mo- 


ther, hauenot him for their head and 
<lder brother. 


- She is our (pirituall mother Eweche 
mother ef all the lining, that either livea 
ſpirituall life in this world, or ſhall liue 
a celeltiall life inthe world to come, 

Shee is the mother to all truc Iſrae. 
liccs according to the faith, as Sarab 
was to all Iſraclites according to the 
flcſh. Andas God made Sarah a mo- 
elicr, and gaue her aſonne out of his 


owne good will : {o God makes his 


Church 


"2 Cd CÞ 
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Church a mother, and giues her chil- 
dren as he pleaſeth. 

I read of a certaine Romane Lady, 
by name Pax/ina, a very chalte and ho- 
nelt matron, who by no mcanes would . 
yeeldeto the luſt of Iſunaxs a Gentle- 
man of Rome, who attempted to haue 
corrupt her, whoyer being couzened 


by certaine Prielts lay with him (likea 


ſuperſticious foole) inthe Temple of 
Iſs,vnderthename of An«bs the God = 
of Xgvpt, who delired her company, 
as thoſe varletstolde her. And inthole - 
heatheniſh dayes it was accounted a 
great fauour to haue to doe with a 
God. , 

Bue Gods Church is no Pazln, 
yeeldesnot to Mnndus, the World, but 
is ableto diſtinguiſh berwixt God and 
the world, vnder what habit or colour 
locuer the world appeareth. Shee is 
neither ſo dimme-lighted,nor ſo (uper- 
ſticious and fooliſh, as to miſtake or 
leaue her husband, or to giue her (elfe 
tothe luſt of any,out of the loue eirher 
of cheic fauour or dalliance with them, 


_ Shee loues to beare, but yet onely by 


her owne husband, Him ſhee knowes

full mother of children. A man is not 
able to remoove (terility, nor (though 
his wife were fruitfu]l) ro beget a childe 
when hee will himfelfe, Lore, children 
are an heritage of the Lord, and the fruit 
of tha wombe ,s his reward. But Chriſt 
Teſus the Churches husÞand, a man in- 
deede, but morethen a man,euen God 
etcrnall, is able to make his Spcuſe 
fruitfull,and co give her children,when 
hewill, and childrenofa better condi- 
tron and complexion, then husbands 
give their wivtf,, which arc wormes, 
and worſe too, vncleaneand wretched, 
ſubie& to the wrath of God, and vnder 


For all thechildren of che Church, 
which ſhee bearcth vnto Chriſt, are 
cteane and happy, faireand louely, cn- 
dued with the holy Gholt, and clad 
with Chriſt himſelfe, who is their * 
cher 
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ther, andenrobed with his iuſtice, as 
with a garment rich cnough to redeem 
the world, in which appearing before 
thegreat and righteous God, the Tudge 
of all the world, they reioyce his heart, 
and obtaine his bleſling, as /acob ob- 
tained his father //aachs, comming to Ger.z7.15. 
him with his brothers faire apparrel on 
him, which his mother had with her. 

Of ſuch bleſſed Parents 
how can there be but bleſſed children?

hath a wife thruſt vpon him, becing 
conllrained to take her for auoyding 
greater dangers and more greeucus e. 
uils. Andwhen they hauethem, they 
love them as men doe (traight ſhooes, 
andclothes they care not for. 
ButtheLord leſus hath nowife ob- 
truded on him again(t his will : neither 
canaly with ſubrill fleights ſteale into 
him, and goe beyond him,as ſome wo- 
men vleto winne their husbands. But 
heetakes, whom hee takes, willing!y, 
and makes the fir{t motion of loue al- 
wayes himſclfc : neither doth hecozen 
or beguilcany, but Icads them on with 
eruths and (oll:d demonſtrations, and 
promiſes no more then hecanand will 
performe, Yea, he takes but what hee 
made before. For all creatures haue 
paſt through his hands, hee had the 
forming of them all. And whom hee 
makes hiswife, hee does not marre in 
the making(as{ometimes men doe)but 
reformes and beautifies them : wheras 
men ſometimes takevpon them (mo- 
ved by worldly reſpets) to marry 
ſome perucrle, wicked,or ſuperiticious

to God, bur he, that is borne of God. 
The Spirit, which regenerates vs , and 

- glues 
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_ gives vs a new life, is the ſame, by 
' which wearecoupledvnto Chriſt,and 
by whoſe holy inſpirations faith and 
loueare created in vs, whereby we be. 
lieue in Chriſt, embracehim , and are 
cransformed into him. The ſoule is 
the life of the body , and Chrilt is the 
true life of the ſoule, even the foules 
Soxle: takeaway the ſoule from the bo. 
dy, and the bodiedies, euen fo take a- 
way the ſoule from Chriſt , or Chriſt 
from the ſoule, and the ſoule will die, 
In this caſe the body is but a ljuin 
and breathing Sepulchre of a dea 
ſoule, a breathleſle ſoule, the breath 
whereof is the very brearh of Chriſt, 
Ene may be ſomeliphthereinvnto 
vs. For Exe was mage of eAdam,who 
ſeeing her faid, 7h« «© now bone of my 
bone, and fleſh of my fleſh; and ſo alſowe 
are of Chriſt, ef hs fleſh,andof bu bones, 
as the Apollle ſpeaketh, God hath 
framed his Church out of the very 
fleſh, the very wounded and bleeding 
ſideof the fon of man. To all thinges 
living Cariſt is life, and to men light, 
as hee is the ſonne of God : co the 
Chucch both light and life cterpall, by 
| being 
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being madetheſon of man for vs, & 
by being our Surety and Saviour, 
whether we reſpeA him as God, or as 
Man. 

His body crucified , and his bloud 
ſhed for the hfe of the world arethe 
trucelemens of our Chriſtian and hea- 
uenly being , which maketh vs truely 
aliue and holy, as he is, of whom wee .

And as by naturewe areinour firſt 
parents, Adam and Exe : fo by-grace 
we are euery one of vs , thar aretruely 
ſpirituall, in Chriſt and in his Church, 

As men, we are all oripinallyin A- 
dam: as Chriſtians, or new men,we are 
all originally in Chriſt. 

As men, wee haue thenatureand 
bloud of Exe :; asnew men, or Saints, 
wee are partakers of the Spirit of the 
Church in her miniſtery by the gift 
of Chrilt, 

As weare men, Adam and Exe were

well as {inners (to makethem menand 
ſinners) haue their father Adams na- 
ture in them, and that, which doth in- 
fetandpoyſonit. 

Now Chriſt is the head of the 
Church, as hee is both God and Man. 
Even ſo wee who are his members,are 
vnited to him, as heeis both God and 
Man, 

Chriſt, God and Man dwelleth in vs, 
and wedwell in Chriſt, whois God and 
man, We are partakers of both his na- 
eures, divine and humane: Chrilt is in 
vs, as touching both, and wee are in 
him, as touching both : heein vs, and 
_ in him : and both faſt knit toge- 
ther.

But this muſt be wiſely vnderſtood , 
and for the cleering heereof, I will 
ſpeake a little yet more fully and pun-

A certaine {1mi- 
litude thercof is in the I71ſſelro, which 
(as Plwy writcth) growes not but ina 
Plant of another kinde. Indeed wher- 
as the M:iſſelto may beplucksby force 
or {tubbed vp out ef che plant it grows 
in, the humane nature of Chrilt Can- 
not be ſcuered from the Word. 
T hicdly , the Coniunftion of the 

| LY fleſh 
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flcſh with the Deity is extended as far, 
as the Deity itſ(elfe. For the Deity is 
no whereſcucred from theMan-heads 
bur yet the attnal! Poſition of the flclh is 
refirained and tied to a Ccertaine place, 
Doewubt not (laith Saint eAvſtm) but 
that the man Chriſt Te{ity ts now in that 
very place, from whence hee ſhall come in 
the ſame forme avd ſubſtance of firſh,which 
he carriedthither,ard fromwhich he hath 
_ not taken nature, but ginen therennto uwn- 
mortality, According to this forme hee 
fpreddeth not out himaſelfe into all places, 
| For behooweth ws 10 take preat beede, 
leſt while wee goe about to maint ine the 
glorious Deity of him, which t man, wee 
leaue not the true bedily ſubſtance of man. 
Sothen, tho the fleſh bee actually (ca- 
rtcd there, or there, & not euery where : 
yet it is every whereioyned to the Gods 
heac, which filleth the whole world: 
and no place, no not hell it ſelfe doth 
hinderthat Coniunion. - 
But though wee cannot ſay that the 
Man-head- of Chrilt is every where 
preſent, yet we may truely ſay that the 
man Chriſt is cuery where preſent : be- 
cauſe that perſon is euzry where oy 
cat 


Avg. ep, IF, 
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ſent, from whoſe God-head the Man. 
head is no where ſeparated: or, becauſe 
this man is very God, and ſoby his Dei- 
ty heis omni-prefent, tho in his huma-. 
nity hce bee bur in one particular ſpace 
or place at once. So by reaſon of the 
hypoſtaticall vaion wee may fay the 
man Ie(us is eternall, is omnipotent, is 
_ God, is Mediatour betweene God and 
Man. But wee cannot (oſpeake of his 
mens nature, 
Fourthly, the fleſh or humane na- 
tureof Chrilt, or Chriſt as he is a true 
man confiſting of ſowle and body, now 
knit together, may bee rightly ſayd to 
bee eucry where preſent, as touching 
co-operation with the God-head, and that 
in all things. 

For the divine nature of Chrilt, 
which before his carnation wrought 
all chings wichout the man-head, doth 
mow worke nothing, wherein the man- 
head, which he hath allumed, is cither 
abſent from it, or idle. 

- Hewhichcamedownefrom heauen, 
and deſcended into;hell,is aſcended in- 
to heauen,that litting atthe right hand

107 
might, power, honour and glory, hee

concealed : fo that by hyowleage and 


aſſent the /oul: of C arift ze preſent with all 
things, which his Deiry worketh, 
And a; concerning his very bode of 


fleſp: lec'ng it is the Buoy of God, and 


perſonally vnired to the Godhead of 

the Sonne of God, by whom it was al.

efficacte , by reafon of the ſaid Con- 
 tunion, throughour all apes and ge- 
nerations of men.

Our new life and pardon, our iu-
